MIAMI, Fia., Nov. 2—(#)—With 
tears of gratitude trickling down 
their cheeks, and some even. bend- 
ing to kiss American soil, 48 happy 
Estonian refugees Saturday re- 
ceived the news that President 
Truman would allow them to re- 
main in this country. 

Their faces were wreathed in 
Smiles as thty set about to plan a 
new life in the “Land of Oppor- 
tunity. 

Immigration officials said the 
group would be released from cus 
tody on receipt of direction, from 
Washington. 

Capt. Felix Tandre, Leader of 
the Estonians, said many had al- 
ready found jobs in Miami while 
others would go to visit or live 
with friends and relatives in other 
parts of the United States 

Most planned to stay in Miami 
curing the Winter. 

In a formal statement released 
by the White House, Mr. Truman 
saic the refugees “will not be de- 
ported and will in due course be 
given immigration visas which 
will enable them to remain in this 
country.” 

Earlier he had expressed the 
wish that everything be done to

NEW YORK—(NANA)—The fantastic voyage of the 
“Nautilus.” described in Jules Verne’s “Twenty Thousand 
Leagues Under the Sea,”’ now is an accomplished fact, thanks to 
the British submarine HMS Tudor. 

Under water all the way from the Bay of Biscay to the 
Shetland Islands, the real-life “Nautilus’—with three scientists 
aboard—has completed a 28-day oceanographic survey of the 
depths of the Eastern Atlantic between Spain and the Northern 
Scottish Isles. 

The Tudor, which dived into marine valleys and negotiated 
a passage through narrow, undersea gorges, exploded the |

Price Gilbert Served 
In 2 Georgia Capitols 


, By STILES A, MARTIN 
To serve in two different State Capitol buildings is an unusual 
event for any person and to be the only living Georgian to have had 
that experience is the remarkable record of Judge S. Price Gilbert. 
As a member of the Georgia Legislature from Muscogee County, 
he attended the last session of that body held in the old Capitol 


Building located at the southwest 
corner of Forsyth and Marietta 
Streets in Atlanta in November, 
1888, and then he attended the 
first session of that body held in 
the present Capitol Building, at 
the corner of Washington and 
Hunter Streets in 1889. 

This fact° was brought out by 
Judge Gilbert in his recent book, 
“A Georgia Lawyer,’ his auto- 
biography in which he records 
many personal experiences, his 
service in two Capitols being 
among them. 

FIRST ATLANTA SITE 

The present Western Union 
Building stands on the site of 
Georgia's Capitol Building from 
1868, when the capital was moved 
from Milledgeville to Atlanta, un- 
til 1889—-21 years—when the new 
and present Capito] was dedicated 
and the seat of State Government 
moved thereto. 

It was also in the old Capitol 
Building that Henry W. Grady, 
Editor of The Constitution, and a 
private citizen, “adjourned” a ses- 
sion of the Georgia Legislature fol- 
lowing the national election in No- 
vember, 1884, when Grover Cleve- 
land was elected President of the 
United States. 

As related by Raymond Nixon 
in his recent biography of Grady, 
exultant paraders went to the 
Capitol on Marietta Street, and 
Grady advanced down the main 
gisle and announced: “Mr. Speak- 
er, a message from the American 
people.” Mounting the rostrum, 
Grady took the gavel from the 
Speaker of the House, rapped for 
order and announced: 

“In the name of God and the 
American people, I declare this 
House adjourned to celebrate the 
election of Grover Cleveland, the 
first Democratic President in 24 
years.” 

ADIOURNS SENATE 

Grady then proceeded to the 
Senate and in the same manner 
adjourned that body, members of 
both houses proceeding to the 
Capitol steps where they were ad- 
cressed by Gov. McDaniel. 

This is the only instance in 
Georgia history where a private 
citizen adjourned a session of the 
Legislature. 

It was in the old Kimball Opera 
House on Marietta Street that 
Judge Gilbert attended the last 
session held there and then the 
first session in the new building. 
The Legislature recessed in the 
Fall of 1888 to reconvene in the 
present Capitol in the Spring of 
1889, Gen. John B. Gordon was 
Governor at the time and presided 
at the dedication exercises of the 
new building. 

An unusual thing in connection 
with the erection of the new Capli- 
tol was the fact that of the one 
million dollars appropriated for

Pneumonia-Like ‘0 Fever’ 
Gains Foothold in America 


WASHINGTON—(NANA)—“Q fever’—a pneumonia-like disease 
first reported from Australia about six years ago—apparently has 
gained a foothold in the United States, and may be moving around 


the world. 


Within the past six months, according to the United States Public 


Health Service, there have been 
two small epidemics—one _ in 


Amarillo, Tex., and one in Chi- 
cago—which unquestionably are 
due to the germ of this disease. 
Previously: the only cases in this 
country had been among labora- 
tory workers, with one possible 
exception in Montana in 1941. 

The symptoms are very similar 
to those of virus pneumonia and 
the two diseases may easily be 
confused, according to Public 
Health Service doctors. The es- 
sential difference is that the pneu- 
monia is due to a filterable virus, 
such as is responsible for influ- 
enza' or measies. Q@ fever, on the 
other hand, is caused by one of 
the rickettsia, similiar to the or- 
ganisms responsible for typhus fe- 
ver and Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever. 

Both recent epidemics occurred 
among stockyard workers, leading 
strongly to the belief that the

Mrs. Nickel led detectives to 
$83,100 in cash and furs and jew- 
elry worth $35,000. 

One of Nickel’s boats, the $35,000 
Rebound III, was found at a pri- 
vate dock in back of his Freeport 
home. About three months ago 
he was unanimously elected to the 
exclusive South Shore Yacht Club. 


But all the while Nickel’s legal 
salary was $60 a week. He had 
been employed by the Mergen- 
thaler Company for 20 years. For 
at least the past 10 months he 
had allegedly been taking some 
$75,000 a month illegally.

To Tourists Delayed

- WASHINGTON—(NANA)—Construction of a private passage- 
way for the first family through the south rear of the White House 
will delay opening of the residential quarters to tourists. 

The basement hall of the Presidential Mansion is being blocked 
off, reportedly at the suggestion of Mrs. Truman. This construc- 
tion cannot be completed by the date originally scheduled. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and her family freely passed through the north 
front facing Pennsylvania Avenue, even when the White House 
and grounds were open to the public. Mrs. Roosevelt frequently 
waved or stopped to talk with tourists. } 

Mrs. Truman, it is said, prefers the secluded south door, facing 
the Washington Monument, and rarely do passersby get a glimpse 
of the new First Lady. With the basement hall partitioned just 
beyond the main stairs, Mrs. Truman can come and go without 
risking the gaze of the curious. 

When the whole White House finally is reopened to tourists, 
probably later this month, the prewar visiting schedule will be 
reduced considerably. Instead of having the latchkey out from 
10 to 2 through the week, the hours will be from 10 to 12. The 
House will be closed entirely on Sunday and Monday, instead of 
Sunday only as was heretofore customary.

Perjury in 
Sedition Case 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 2—4)— 
'U. S. Dist. Atty. Edward M. Cur- 
‘ran said Saturday .perjury indict- 
ments will be sought against two 
‘Grand Jury witnesses in Wash- 


'ington’s bizarre mass sedition case. 


Curran declined to name the 
witnesses but said they are “in 
this country.”

Searcy’s peanut 
processing plant and peanut butter 
factory have mushroomed into 
large and busy enterprises. Flow- 
ers’ bakery is the largest in this 
section.

Most of these and others here 
are comparatively new industries, 
developed in the past decade on 
local capital and by young, aggres- 
sive leaders. They have prospered 
on war contracts and have gained 
impetus and solid foundation. 


A new women’s garment fac- 
tory, started since the war, is in 
successful operation. Construction 
will start soon on a new shirt and 
coverall factory, and there are ru- 
mors of still another new and even 
even larger industrial plant on the 
way. A big new state farm mar- 
ket has just been completed. 


Meanwhile, Finney General Hos- 
pital, closed by the Army, has 
been turned into a Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration hospital, bringing 
back to the town at least a part of 
the wartime payroll. 


A new Federal building, costing 
nearly half a million dollars, al- 
ready is projected for Thomasville, 
and Southern Bell recently. an- 
nounced the purchase of land to 
nage its communications center 

ere. 


NEW HOMES GOING UP 

Several hundred new homes 
have been built during the past 
six years, with more going up and 
still more needed. Public school 
facilities have been outgrown and 
two new buildings are planned, 
one for white children and one 
for Negro. 

Two deficiencies have retarded 
Thomasville’s growth perhaps 
more than anything else. They 
have been the lack of a modern 
commercial hotel and proper de- 
velopment of aviation facilities. 
In these respects Thomasville has 
been surpassed and hemmed in 
by its ssiter cities, Albany, Moul- 
trie, Valdosta, Dothan, Ala., and 
Tallahassee, Fla. | 

One of these situation is due 
to be remedied within the next 12 
months. The community has 
raised $200,000 and the John D. 
Archbold Memorial Hospital will 
match that amount to build a new 
$400,000 hotel on the site of the 
deplorably antiquated Tosco Hotel. 
Construction is -slated to start as 
soon as materials are available 
and the old Tosco can be razed. 


MISSES AIRLINE 

Meanwhile, the town has missed 
the plane on airlines. Twin-en- 
gined ships have to sit down on a 
“cow pasture” airfield near the 
city limits while the CAA-built 
Army airbase with paved runways, 
hangars, control tower, gasoline, 
water and lighting facilities lies in 
abandoned idleness just eight 


miles from the city limits. 

The city and county are trying 
to get some of the air base build-

Some doctors say it isn’t neces- 
sary that the entire population be 
vaccinated every Winter to escape 
influenza. They say vaccination is 
necessary only when an outbreak 
first begins to appear.

Some doctors have reported evi- 
dence indicating penicillin and 
the sulfonamides are effective in 
treating some of the diseases that 
may attack dfter a cold sets in. 
These include pneumonia and 
sinus infections. But there is no 
proof the drugs are effective 
against the cold itself.

The alternative to “pulling a 
name out of a hat” is to change 
the law so that the Coroner will 
be appointed by the Commis- 
sioners. The League of Women 
Voters believes that all purely 
administrative offices should be 
made appointive rather than 
elective. This is a sound prin- 
ciple of good government. It 
would shorten the ballot and 
thus simplify the voters’ efforts 
to vote intelligently. It would 
also centralize responsibility and 
— in better qualified person- 
nel. 

Recent investigation into the 
office of Coroner shows that pro- 
gressive communities all over 
the country have abolished this 
position and supplanted it with 
the more modern and efficient 
Medical Examiner system under 
which qualified physicians 
trained in pathology are chosen 
for the job under civil service 
rules. The system has clearly 
established its superiority over 
the antiquated coroner’s system. 

Since we do not have home 
rule, it is necessary to amend 
the State Constitution in order 
to abolish the Coroner’s office. 
This would require a vote of 
the people in 1948. ‘The Com- 
missioners have passed a reso- 
lution asking the Fulton County 
legislators to pave the way for 
such a referendum by passing 
the necessary preliminary bill 
during the coming 1947 session 
of the State Assembly. 

All of the candidates in the

In Anesthesia History 


VICTORY OVER PAIN, by Victor Robinson, M. D. Henry Schuman;

This history of anesthesia is engagingly related and in it Georgia's 


Dr. Crawford Williamson Long is unequivocally given his rightful | 


place as the first to use ether in a surgical operation: 
“ ,.. The authenticity of the facts he (Long) subsequently 
related was never questioned. They may be accepted as abso- 


lutely authoritative.” 


Dr. Long’s story is one that is 
familiar to all Georgians and the 
author devotes an_ entire chapter 
to it in this ahsorbingly interest- 
ing book. He gives Dr. Long’s own 
description of the use of ether in 
the removal of a tumor from the 
back of the neck of one James M. 
Venable. He also reveals this sime- 
ple entry in Dr. Long’s ledger: 


“James Venable, 1842, Ether 
and excising tumor, $2.00.” 


Dr. Long’s mistake, the author 
points out, was in allowing seven 
years to pass before announcing 
he was fully cognizant of the im- 
plications and importance of his 
discovery. 

“By delaying publication Long 
lost the honor he might have 
won, From him cannot be with- 
held the credit of prior experi- 
ment and discovery ...” Dr. 
Robinson writes. 


The author gives this account 
of Dr. Long’s death: 


“. . « Attending a woman in 
labor, he administered ether. 
When his patient was fully anes- 
thetized, he delivered the child. 
At the very moment he handed 
the baby to a nurse, he had an 
apoplectic stroke and fell un- 
conscious. He was carried into 
another room and died a few 
hours later; the date was June 
16, 1878. 


“Long was 62 years of age 
when death took him. His life, 
which might have been bright 
with accomplishment, was ill- 
starred with disappointment and 
final poverty. But he died prac- 
ticing his profession. Most fit- 
ting was his last act—the use of 
ether to relieve the pains of 
childbirth.”

Mrs. Atherton’ 
Biography Is 
Lively and Catty 


MY SAN FRANCISCO: A WAY- 
WARD BIOGRAPHY, by Ger- 
trude Atherton. Bobbs, Merrill. 
334 pp. $3.50. 


The well-known novelist Ger- 
trude Atherton will be 89 years 
old Oct. 30. No one would ever 
guess it from reading the lively, 
catty biography she has just writ- 
ten of her home town, San Fran- 
cisco. 


When Mrs. Atherton writes 
about Gold Rush society, how the 
Russians almost owned San Fran- 
cisco, or the literati of the old 
days, she is fascinating, She knew 
many of the big names of the past 
and when she writes of them the 
chips fall. 


Mark Twain was rude and 
smart Alecky; she didn’t like him. 

Ambrose Bierce was sloppy in 
dress, a lady-killer; she didn’t like 
him. 

Kate Douglas Wiggin (‘“Mrs. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch’’) 
was snobbish, affected, socially 
Mrs. Atherton didn’t 
like her. 

' Bret Harte was a dandy. Mary 
Austin did her writing up a tree, 


getting her long hair tangled with. 


leaves and twigs. Jack London 
was kind, brilliant, with faith in 
mankind. 


Mrs. Atherton, herself a mem- 
ber of the ritzy pre-Gold Rush set, 
was not impressed by the Bonanza 
Kings’ architecture or social ef- 
forts. When, as a young woman, 
she contributed to the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner, she _ described 
Mrs. Fair (whose daughter mar- 
ried a Vandervilt) as a “big, slow- 
moving woman who looked as if 
she carried her millions in her 
stomach.” 


Unfortunately, Mrs. Atherton 
has loaded her book with person- 
ality sketches of Frisco club- 
women, pen-women and booksell- 
ers. This local slanting, plus a 
tendency to overwork such flat- 
tering adjectives as _ brilliant, 
charming and beautiful, give 
these parts of her book the tone 
of a small-town society column. 


But when she lets go with that 
sharp tongue of hers she is ter- 
rific. When she’s good, she’s dull, 
but when she’s horrid, she’s darn 
good. —MARTHA MacGREGOR.

Horace Wells, a Hartford, Conn., 
dentist, in December, 1844, had 
himself anesthetized with laughing 
gas (nitrous oxide) and had a 
troublesome wisdom tooth remov- 
ed by his pupil, John Mankey 
Riggs. 

Wells also had a pupil named 
William T. G. Morton, who was 
practicing dentistry in Boston. 
After the tooth extraction episode 
Wells went to Boston to tell Mor- 
ton of the exciting news. 

A mutual acquaintance of both 
Wells and Morton was Charles T. 
Jackson, an eminent chemist and 
geologist. He was a bizarre char- 
acter and had no qualms against 
claiming to be the discoverer of 
any new development in the scien- 
tific field. In fact, he claimed 
that Samuel F. B. Morse’s tele 
graph was his invention. 

It was Jackson who suggested 
the use of ether as an anesthetic 
to Morton. He was driven to sav- 
age jealousy at Morton's success

Here in Georgia and the South our in- 
terest ought not to be less, but is because 
ve have no contests. 


Our one-party system makes our No- 
vember elections a mere formality, or 
token ratification of our party primary 
results. ‘ 

But for us, as well as for those of other 
regions. it is an important, notable day. 

It appears the Republican party: may 
gain control of the House of Representa- 
tives and sharply reduce the Democratic 
majprity in the Senate 

It would be interesting to know how 
many Americans know what the real issues 
are, discussions of which have filled the 
newspapers, magazines, and which have 
been set forth by various sorts of com- 
mentators on the air. 

How many Americans know the name 
of the Congressman from their district? 
How many know how he has voted on 
great questions of the past? How many 
have taken the trouble to find out, if he 
has an opponent in this week’s election, 
what his opponent wants to do and what 
he promises? 

The various polls have been distressing 
in their findings. They have revealed that 
while Americans cheer loudly the patriotic 
speeches which praise Democracy, they 
are abysmally uninformed about those 
they elect to become the instruments to 
shape the course of their Democracy. 

They are the same persons who de- 
nounce Congress, the President and the 
State Department when something dis- 
pleases them, but who don’t even show up 
at the polls on election day. 

We in the South, with a one-party sys- 
tem, get pretty well left out of national 
discussions. It is more difficult for us to 
become interested. But we owe it to our- 
selyes and our future to become better 
informed.

It is interesting to note that the Repub- 
licans, are most optimistic about 
Tuesday's results and those of November, 
1948, have gxillfully taken advantage of 
this American failure to take an interest 
in issues 

For the first time in many years the 
Republican use of political tools has been 
very skillful. 

They have not attacked a single one of 
the major pieces of legislation adopted 
during the long tenure of the Democratic 
party. 

They have played heavily on the fact 
that Americans don’t like their postwar

boom, which seems to be playing out any- 
how. They have sensed that in America 
there is, as there is in every country after 
a great war, a sense of frustration, of re- 
bellion against the discipline of. war years 
and their controls; a discontent that ex- 
presses itself in many ways; a lack of un- 
derstanding of why a raise in pay never 
seems to close the gap in living costs; a 
feeling that government has failed them.

Time of Babylon 


al On Nov. 2, 1917, Lord Balfour, then Secre- 
A tary of State for Foreign Affairs in the British 
s government, issued what has become known as 

“The Balfour Declaration.” It is worth repeating: 

“His Majesty’s Government views with favor the establishment 
in Palestine of a national home for the Jewish people and will use 
their best endeavors to facilitate the achievement of this object, 
it being clearly understood that nothing shall be done which may 
prejudice the civil and religious rights of existing non-Jewish com- 
munities in Palestine or the rights and political status enjoyed by 
the Jews in any other country.” 

That was 1917. The British later were given a mandate which 
specifically said “. . . the mandatory shall be responsible for put- 
ting into effect the declaration originally made on the second of No- 
vember, 1917, by the Government of Great Britain and adopted by 
the said Powers (all those in the League of Nations) in favor of 
the establishment in Palestine of a national home for the Jewish 
people... .” : 

The United States, after its failure to enter the League, signed 
a bilateral agreement with Great Britain on Dec. 3, 1924. 

That is the legal, and also a part of the moral, background of 
a problem which the world must face honestly. It never has, 
although it has made several honest declarations. 


Problem It is ridiculous to term it a Jewish problem. It con- 
cerns every person who considers himself to be a civi- 
lized person. 

It is a problem because the non-Jews of the world have re- 
fused to face it in an honest, civilized manner since the Kingdom 
of Judea was destroyed by the Babylonian armies 500 years before 
Christ. 

The problem of Palestine today is an ugly, vicious child whose 
mother was Stupidity and whose father was aggressive Bigotry. 
It is the more pressing problem today because of the plight of the 
several thousands of homeless, displaced persons of Europe. 

I have seen their faces, their graves, the furnace in which their 
children and loved ones were burned; the camps in which they 
starved, their surviving old with faces and eyes, which reproach 
the world; their defeated but reviving middle-aged ones and their 
sometimes militant young. I have seen them and ‘therefore I can- 


- not have peace in my mind or be entirely casual in argument. about 


them.or the problem of which they are a part. 


Home I know, of course, that Palestine will not solve the prob- 

lem. But it will do this, and only faithless ones of what- 
ever peoples will deny it—it will provide a base, an anchor, a 
permanent piece of land, a homeland for those who want and need it. 

The Arabs live there too? 

Of course they do. There.isn’t room? There is room for the 
100,000 whose entry now is proposed. There is much room in the 
desert south, where they are willing to go. 

But, what of the Arabs? 

They are good people, with their share of the bad. It is one of 
the greatest ironic facts that Palestine has gained more Arab popu- 
lation by immigration since the coming of the Jewish peoples some 
30 years ago than any other Arab nation. They found it a better 
place to live. There must be ironic laughter in all places where 
honesty is known to see the Arab rulers, who have exploited their 
own people with a ruthlessness amounting almost to ferocity, now 
coming forward with great protestations of concern for their welfare 
and the land, which they don’t own. 

They talk of the cost. If the approximate 1,000,000 Jews who 
are the immediate and acute problem were Protestants or Catholics, 
would there be so much talk about the cost? 

The world sits back and thinks nothing of it as the Czecho- 
slovakian government moves out of its territory the more than half 
million Sudeten Germans, who were the core of the Nazi success 
in that country. 


Precedent In 1924 the League of Nations raised a loan of 
$50,000,000 to assist in one of the greatest exchanges 
of population the world has ever known. 

Peace had been made between Greece and Turkey in 1923. The 
Treaty of Lausanne provided that all Turkish peoples in Greece 
be exchanged for all Greeks who found themselves living in Turkish 
territory. ‘ 

More than 1,000,000 Greeks slowly entered that small, poor, war- 
wrecked country. 

The world thought enough of that to spend $50,000,000 in cash 
to assist in settling displaced persons. It was highly praised as logi- 
cal and successful. 

What is my point? 

Just. this ... Trans-Jordan, which is about four times the size 
of Palestine, is just across the River Jordan. It properly is a part 
of Palestine. Nevertheless, it now is a “sovereign state,” inhabited 
by not more than 350,000 persons, at least two-thirds of whom are 
wandering nomads. It has more good land than Palestine. 

A resettlement program for the thousands of wretched, miserable, 
diseased, utterly illiterate Arabs would cause them to flock across 
the river to land of their own— if the powers and the cynically cor- 
rupt Arab ruling class would agree. It would assist in making a 
real country out of what is now a farcical “sovereign state” created 
for a purpose, which however legitimate, need not interfere with 
the duty of all peoples. 

I do not for a moment excuse this, or- other countries, for their 
failures. But nothing can remove the fact of the acute need or the 
plain promise of the Balfour declaration. I recognize, and sym- 
pathize with, the delicate position of the British in the Middle East 
and their great stake there. I think their course, and that of the 
Arabs, in error. 

We cannot avoid it with the spurious and specious arguments. 
You cannot say, “Let us be objective about this.” 

The Jordan River flows down Peachtree Street, down every 
Broadway, down every main street of the world—just as we learned 
the Ebro flowed down every street of the world. 

There is no place to hide from this problem... as we ought to 
know, having spent more than 2,000 years in trying.

Came across a thought, in a book I was read- 
ing last week, which opened a rather new vista 
oe of contemplation. 

The thinker in the book was a Frenchman who had lived in the 
United States a number of years. In Hollywood, to be precise. 
Hollywood, obviously, can hardly be taken as typical of this coun- 
try, although in the particular idea it may be. 

This newcomer to our land was commenting upon the moral 
courage of the average American citizen, a courage which he rated 
as high. It is this freedom from hidden fears, he thought, which 
has made America such a land of opportunity, because it has caused 
her people to cheerfully take chances, to undertake business and 
financial risks, to pioneer in new fields of enterprise. In short, it 
is the foundation of that enterprise, initiative and willingness to 
gamble which is our pride. 

Now here is the thought which was new to me. He attributed 
this national characteristic of fearlessness to the freedom of re- 
ligion, which is one of the fundamental concepts of the American 


way of life. 

: The people of Europe, he said, have for cen- 
Not Like Europ? turies, in many regions, been so subjugated 
to religious superstitions their entire characters, including the sub- 
conscious, have become fear-ridden. They are ruled by these fears 
of churchly disapproval, of punishment in the hereafter. They dare 
not, so many of them, gamble their little securities in life because 
they fear, if stripped of their accustomed roles, they will be ex-

posed to some intangible sort of spiritual discipline they dare not face. 


I may not have explained the thought very well, but trust you 
can get the idea. It seemed to me to be a tRought much worth 
while. 


-. If you have gathered from the above that I 
Not Irreligious mean it, in any degree, as condemnatory of 
religion, I have expressed myself poorly. For that is not the intent. 
Every man needs some belief, some faith we call religion. Without 
it he is indeed lost. Even the proclaimed disbeliever finds support 
in his own unbelief. 

The church in America is powerful and its ministers and priests 
wield much influence. That power, though, comes from the willing- 
ly bestowed faith and respect of voluntary members or communi- 
cants.

Ohio Is a GOP Fountainhead 


WASHING TON—Even before the votes are counted, the battle 
lines are forming for the struggle within the Republican Party 
which victory next Tuesday will initiate. The most conspicuous 
contender in this internecine free-for-all will undoubtedly be Gov. 
Thomas E, Dewey, of New York. But from the political profes- 
sionals all over the country comes the word, “Don’t discount the 
Ohio crowd.” 

It is a fact of prime importance that every additional vote added 
to the Republican totals will increase the soundness of this sage 
advice, Gov. Dewey, with his brisk manner and his gleaming eyes, 
is the sort of man the professionals line up behind when they feel 
they must in order to win, Ohio's Gov. John Bricker, all good fel- 
lowship platitudes, and Ohio's Sen. Robert A. Taft, the most influ- 
ential Republican in Congress and no mean professional himself, are 
men of the type the professionals prefer when they:think they 
have it in the bag. Judging by spot checks ade here and there, 
there is an excellent chance that in 1948, one or the other will be 
the happy beneficiary of a real Republican sweep this year. 

The average Republican voter would prefer leaders much closer 
to the middle of the road than the conservative, still-isolationist 
Taft or the Hardingesque Bricker, who regards his brother in arms 
as a regular radical. But this preference is markedly absent in 
certain quarters where influence is highly concentrated. 


: From Pennsylvania, for example, comes word 
Bricker Strong that the obliging Joseph Pew, who has been 
picking up the tabs for the local Republican organization for many 
years now, has privately indicated an enthusiastic preference for 
Bricker in 1948. It is well known that in Illinois Col. Robert R. 
McCormick, who also speaks with.a loud check-book, has publicly 
declared that Gov. Dewey is not an American. It is reported that 
the Colonel regards Ohio as a positive hotbed of the 200 percent 
of Americanism he favors. 

To be sure, the aging Joseph Grundy and his colleague, Mason 
Owlett, have far more influence in Pennsylvania than: Pew: while 
Gov. Dwight Green probably retains more power than the Colonel 
in Illinois, These professionals have indicated no preference. But 
since their sharp distaste for Dewey is well known, there is every 
reason to suppose they will go along with the views of their good 
friends. There are several other powerful Mid-Western organiza- 
tions, such as those in Indiana and Iowa, where the same agree 
able receptivity to overtures from Ohio is known to exist.

And the South ern politicians has not really started, But the 


Ohioans are already in position to buy up the cream of this dubious 
but useful crop when the time comes. That is one of the major 
meanings of the Ohio crowd’s choice of a Southerner, the Hon. 
Brazillia Carroll Reece, for Chairman of the Republican National 
Committee last year. Reece and his Ohio allies understand South- 
ern unctions as well as the preternaturally shrewd looking men 
fingering tobacco leaves in the advertisements. 

What is most miraculous of all, the Ohioans already have solved 
the problem of their embarrassment of riches—of their having 
two candidates on their hands. Since the time of Mark Hanna and 
before, Ohio has always bred the most professional of all Republi- 
can political professionals. In the best professional manner, a firm 
agreement has been reached between Sen. Taft and Gov. Bricker 
that for the present neither will compete with the other: For a 
while, in fact, they are to remain in the position of two horses 
entered for the same race by the same stable—both training, -both 
taking their oats, and both going through trial workouts. 

Depending on the workouts, one or the other

the time comes. As of today, the chieftains of the Ohio organiza- 
tion probably prefer Taft, who is regarded as abler and more de- 
pendable, but the organization also considers that Bricker has 
more popular appeal. If Bricker’s final workouts in the Senate go 
badly (as seems exceedingly probable) Taft will be tapped. If 
Taft is considered too poor a vote-getter, Bricker will be chosen, 
with the understanding that he owes most of his good fortune to 
Taft. Meanwhile, along about Jan, 1, the Ohioans will begin organ- 
izing support for their entry all over the country, with the proviso 
that the supporters will have their choice later on between the two 
contenders. An indication of their efficiency is to be found in the 
fact that one of the leading organizers is to be Rep. Clarence Brown, 
State Chairman, political godfather of both candidates, and one 
of the two or three most astute professionals in the whole Repub- 
lican party. 

As to the moral to be drawn from all this, it would seem to be 
reasonably obvious. In the United States, as in the world, the 
ultra-conservatives are gaining ground on the right just as the 
extremists are gaining ground on the left, and for the same reasons, 
They know precisely what they want and they organize to get 
it.

| ARGARET (PEG) WOFFING. 
TON, British actress, was born 
in Dublin October 18, 1718, or 


perhaps 1714. For professional rea- 
sons her mother made her as young 
as possible. 

Her father was a bricklayer, a no 
doubt worthy but certainly unlucky 
person, whe died young, leaving his 
widow heavily encumbered with debts 
and two daughters. The mother seems 
to have been a plucky character. Per- 
haps it was from her that Peg de- 
rived her cheerfulness, her courage, 
even her audacity, or what tender 
historians call her recklessness. 

We do not know from which parent 
she inherited her lovely voice, her 
good looks, or the warm heart which 
got her into trouble and provided her 
biographers with an excuse for it. She 
was beautiful, bold, and kind. 

No doubt her mother secured Peg’s 
first engagement as entertainer. A 
certain Madame Violante, of obscure 
origin, appeared in Dublin as a tight- 
rope artist. Modest success encour- 
aged her to expand her act, until she 
had a full evening program. Even 
with ingenuity, of which she pos- 
sessed a good deal, tight-rope walking 
cannot indefinitely be varied or dis- 
guised, and to maintain suspense for 
an hour or more, Madame Violante 
had to rack her brain. Building up 
her program to a climax, she walked 
the rope “at a dizzy height” with a 
basket tied to each ankle, and in each 
basket was a child. Peg played the 
part of one of these balance-weights. 
She was advertised as three years 
old, but she prebably was seven. 

For the next three years it is sup- 
posed that she haunted the theatres, 
where her precocious charm and her 
keen wit earned her some glimpses 
of the stage, and the acquaintance of 
popular actors and actresses. 

In those days the Dublin theatres 
rivaled the London houses, and in 
some way may have been superior to 
them. A large number of famous 
artists had their start on the Irish 
stage. Then, as now, Dubliners prided 
themselves on good speech, correct

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pronunciation, and clear enunciation. 
With no other equipment than love of 
the beautiful acting she had seen, and 
the musical language she had heard, 
Peg Woffington was ready for he: 
second and more arduous debut. 

At the end-of three years Madame 
Violante returned to Dublin. She had 
deserted the tight-rope for the legiti 
mate stage, and she was now a pro 
ducer rather than a performer. She 
put on, with what seems to have been 
great success, a version of “The Beg- 
gars’ Opera” in which children filled 
all the roles. Peg Woffington, ten 
years old, or perhaps 14, played Polly 
Peachum. Her singing, her acting, 
her dancing, and her flirtatious ap- 
pearance secured her at once an en- 
gagement at the Theatre Royal to 
sing and dance between the acts. Her 
performances must have been of not- 
able quality, for in 1740 she appeared 
at Covent Garden in London, and the 
following year at Drury Lane. 

Without much delay al! her talents 
began to develop simultaneously. On 
the stage her art became perfect; she 
soon excelled in portraying refined 
ladies in high life. In private, how. 
ever, she seemed to be qualifying her- 
self for the gutter. On her appear- 
ance at Covent Garden she was billed 
as “Miss Woffington,” but a year late: 
she became “Mrs. Woffington.” 

All the world knew that David 
Garrick was in love with her. The 
lived under the same roof. Some o! 
the world knew that Charles Maclin, 
another actor, a friend of Garrick’s, 
was also in love with her. Peg, warm. 
hearted soul, saw no reason why thev 
all three should not live in the same 
house. They seem to have made the 
experiment, until Garrick and Maclin 
had a quarrel, and Peg simplified life 
by concentrating on Garrick.

She was the supporting lady in 
his plays from 1742 to 1748. Until her 
association with him, nature had 
taught her what she knew of acting, 
but Garrick taught her more, his own 
contribution to the art of acting being 
a consummate naturalness in contrast 
to the ancient ranting and elocuting 

Something of Peg’s character has 
already been indicated, but not all 
her good qualities. The warmth of 
her heart came to her audience 


‘ across the footlights. She never dis 


appointed them; they knew she was 
a good trouper. She gave her sister 
Mary an excellent education; she sup- 
ported her mother and left a pension 
for her; she gave much to charities. 

But what delightful high spirits 
she had! And what a biting wit! On 
one occasion, annoyed at having to 
share a scene with an actress she 
didn’t like, she stabbed the woman in 
full sight of the audience. 

She died in 1760, mourned by all 
except a few who had been grazed by 
her knife or her tongue.

AN a good scientist believe in God? 

I think the answer is: Yes. 

In the first place, a scientist, more than 
other scholars, spends his time observing nature. 
It is his task to help to unravel the mysteries of 
nature. He comes to marvel at these mysteries. 
tience it is not hard for a scientist to admire the 
greatness of the Creator of nature. From this it 
is only a step to adore God. - 

For me it has always been fascinating to 
observe the phenomena of nature. Research done 
out of doors, in direct contact with the sea and 
land, the air and sky, has had a special attraction 

above all, observation on high mountains or, 
still higher, in balloon ascents. 

Ever since my old teacher, Frans Exner of 
Vienna, first aroused my interest in electrical 
phenomena of the atmosphere I have engaged in 
the field of radioactivity. It was during balloon 
ascents in 1912, while measuring the electrical 
conductivity of the atmosphere, that I came to 
discover the cosmic rays. Much of my early 
research was conducted in an observatory I set up 
on the top of a mountain of the Austrian Alps, 
7000 feet above sea level. It was wonderful to do 
useful work in such a spot. It was easy to feel 
oneself near to God. 

In the second place, a scientist is easily led 
to believe in Divine Providence. More than others, 
he is forced to realize that mankind is passing 
through a terrible crisis, a grave transition period. 
The scientist is faced with the choice between 
despair and Faith. 

All of us are horrified today—and justly so— 
by the mass destruction made possible by the 
discovery of the atomic bomb. Unlike the war- 
time uses, the peacetime uses of “uranium fission” 
are still far off. The horrors of mass murder 
seem to be the direct result of scientific achieve- 
ment. All that remains to be done for the utter 
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destruction of civilization seems to be the inven- 
tion of noiseless and practically invisible air- 
planes. Then we can destroy—or be destroyed— 
without the possibility of defense! 

If we are not to despair we must believe that 
the discoveries in the realm of atom science can- 
not be meant to give us merely the means of 
self-destruction. Surely there must be a Prov- 
idence behind all this. 

In the third place, I must confess that in all 
my years of research in physics and geophysics 
I have. never found one instance in which scien- 
tific discovery was in conflict with religious Faith. 
It is sometimes said that the “necessity” of the 
“laws” of nature is incompatible with mens free 
will and, still more, with miracles. This is not so. 
When scientists formulate the so-called “laws” of 
physics, they are fully aware, for example, that 
they can no more predict the actual life history 
of an atom of radium than they can predict the 
moral conduct of this or that person. 

Many of our physical laws are, in fact, merely 
statistical statements. They hold for the average 
of a great number of cases. They have no meaning 
for an individual case. Modern scientists are fully 
aware of these limitations in their description of 
physical processes. 

Must a scientist doubt the reality of miracles? 
As a scientist I answer emphatically: No. I can 
see no reason at all why Almighty God, Who 
created us and all things around us, should not 
suspend or change—if He finds it wise to do so— 
the natural, average course of events. 

We scientists are simple observers of this 
natural, average course of events. We do our 
share in trying to find out the “laws” which govern 
this world of ours. In my span of life, discoveries 
in the field of physics have succeeded one another 
so rapidly that it is hard for the layman to keep 
up with them: X-rays, radioactivity, cosmic rays, 
artificial radioactivity, atom-Smashing machines. 
The fission of uranium led to the most terrible 
and destructive of all weapons—the atom bomb.

Must we despair when we see that the final 
result of so many untiring efforts of such great 
scientists have led only to mass destruction? 

No. It is true that, in the long history of 
scientific progress, many inventions have been 
used in warfare. Think, for instance, of , the 
machines of war designed by the genius of Leon- 
ardo da Vinci. Nevertheless, all this progress has 
likewise served the peaceful purpose of mankind. 
Modern perfected clockwork has been used in 
time-bombs. It has other uses as well. So of 
gasoline engines. They can be used not only in 
tanks and bombers. I am sure that the urge of 
self-preservation will finally convince all nations 
that nothing can be gained by mass destruction 
of others. 

This is not to say that scientists should turn 
from scientific discovery to the political problems 
of world peace. Many people believe that scien. 
tists might make better leaders of the nations 
than statesmen and diplomats. I do not share 
this view. In our day scientific research can only 
be achieved by highly specialized workers. Such 
men have little time to become familiar with the 
problems of economics and politics, any more than 
they have with the problems of philosophy and 
theology. They may be morally better equipped 
than the average politician; but few of them are 
universal enough to be not only scientific but 
statesman or philosopher as well. In my opinion 
a good scientist should not meddle in politics. 

In regard to the deepest issues of mankind 
scientists, like many vothers, are groping in the 
dark. Nevertheless a good religious education, 
combined with scientific training, tends to give a 
scientist a better understanding both of nature 
and of human life. 

Real Faith, for a scientist, as for any one else, 
is often a matter of bitter struggle. The victory 
must be won—or the gift must be discovered 
by each one in his own soul.

Numerous Techniques Have Been 
Devised for Relieving Labor 
Pains, but Medical Science Is Still 
Looking For and Hoping to Find 


the Perfect One.

AGICIANS, mental healers, 
midwives and doctors have 
been trying for centuries to 
conquer the pangs of childbirth. With 
the development of modern surgical 
anesthesia, various techniques for 
easing labor pains have been devised. 

How successful are they? Is there 
any thoroughly reliable method of 
making childbirth painless as well as 
safe for the mother and the baby? 
Enthusiastic claims haye been made 
for a number of methods. 

However, a noted physician, Dr. 
Rudolph W. Holmes, of Chicago, at a 
recent meeting of the American Med. 
ical Association, said: 

“I feel that an obstetric utopia 
(the paradise of midwifery) will 
come when we shall have a drug 
which shall be utterly innocuous to 
mother and child, shall have no in- 
fluence on the process of labor, shall 
cause no interference with ‘the in- 
tensity of contractions or their 
rhythmic course, and shall not rob 
the woman of those voluntary efforts 
which are so essential during the 
expulsive peridéd of labcr.” 

The implication is that as yet no 
drug fulfills all those requirements. 

Nevertheless, considerable prog: 
ress has been made and, when used 
with skill, a number of drugs appear 
to give satisfactory results in the ma- 
jority of cases. Giving anesthesia 
is a job that ever calls for skill and 
judgment on the part of the doctor. 

There are three ways in which 
anesthesia is generally given; gen- 
eral, local and regional block. In gen- 
eral anesthesia, the entire nervous 
system—brain, spinal cord and the 
nerves ending in muscles—becomes 
partially or totally paralyzed, so that 
insensibility develops. Chloroform, 
ether and nitrous gas (laughing gas) 
are among the common drugs which, 
being inhaled, cause relief of pain. 

In some instances, when the first 
stage of labor begins, with pangs 
every half an hour or so, nitrous gas 
with oxygen or common air is in- 
haled intermittently as pain renews 
itself. With the second stage, when 
the pangs occur every five minutes 
or more often, the dose of the gas is 
very much increased.’ During the few 
minutes of actual delivery the anes. 
thetic is given continuously to pro- 
duce total unconsciousness. 

“One of the greatest uses of 
anesthesia,” explained a leading New 
York medical authority, “is at the 
actual moment of delivery because if 
there is any damage to the patient 
the surgeon can repair it imme- 
diately.” A 45 per cent nitrous oxide 
and 55 per cent common air mixture 
relieves pain, but the patient retains 
consciousness and is capperative. 

Rapid loss of consciousness results 
from inhaling 85 per cent nitrous 
oxide and 15 per cent oxygen mix- 
ture. Recently a number Of new in- 
haling anesthetics have been devel- 
oped to replace old-fashioned ether, 
chioroform and nitrous oxide. They 
are ethylene derivatives. Among 
them most prominent is “cyclopro- 
pane,” also called trimethylene, dis- 
covered by Dr. V. E. Henderson and 
Dr. H. W. Lucas, of the University of 
Toronto, which is so powerful that it 
is effective even when mixed with a 
very large proportion of oxygen. 

Instead of giving an inhalant, the 
doctor may begin with sedatives. 

The advantage of sedatives is that 
they produce “amnesia,” that is, there 
is no memory of pain after the pa- 
tient is all through her ordeal. So the 
pangs of labor are alleviated, and no 
unpleasant memories remain. 

Recently the drug demerol, about 
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which some optimistic claims were 
made, has been employed in a num- 
ber of obstetrical cases but has been 
generally abandoned. 

All types of anesthetic and seda- 
tive drugs are likely to harm the in- 
fant. They sometimes stop respira- 
tion, making it difficult to revive the 
baby and bring it back to vigor. What 
used to be fashionable in America 
and Europe under the name of “twi- 
light sleep,” produced with scopola- 
mine, morphine, barbiturates and 
other drugs, has been given up for 
the most part because of its effect on 
the infant’s respiration. However, 
Dr. O. S. Krebs, Dr. G. L. Wulff and 
Dr. H. C. Wassermann, of St. Louis, 
have been successful in a number of 
labor cases with “twilight sleep.” 


Spinal anesthesia is regarded by 


some leading obstetricians as the 
safest for the baby. Some cocaine 
derivative chemical is injected into 
the lower spinal cord or very close 
to its nerve network. In “caudal! anal- 
gesia,” particularly developed by Dr. 
Robert A. Hingson and Dr. Waldo B. 
Edwards, of Philadelphia, which was 
used on Hedy Lamarr, who said it 
worked beautifully, the drug is in- 
jected an inch or two from the coc 
cyx. Then, the lower half of the ab 
domen is influenced by the drug, 
while the woman remains alert, con- 
scious and cooperative. It is difficult 
to make the caudal injections prop- 
erly, and only skilled anestheticians 
are capable of administering it. 

In one case in San Francisco re-

cently, a bungling doctor kept jab 
bing his hollow needle near the spine, 
but never located the proper spot 
The drug had no effect and much 
harm was done to the young woman 

Can the woman's own bodils 
drugs be stimulated and used to 
deaden her pain? Some doctors have 
been trying to do this by methods o! 
hypnosis and other forms of mental 
suggestion. Dr. William S. Kroger 
and Dr. Sol T. DeLee, of Chicago, for 
example, have trained women for 
months to lose their fear of labor and 
go into a deep sleep at the time cf 
delivery. In one series, 10 out of 
11 women were successfully carried 
through labor hypnotically.

and she had never seen fit to pay me one visit. 
She had been asked by Reggie to be the baby’s 
godmother—-her only acknowledgment of this 
affection was to send a proxy. When the close- 
ness of all family ties are recognized at Christmas, 
at New York, at Thanksgiving in family house 
parties-Reggie and myself were conspicuous by 
our absence. When he died, and his houses were 
sold to satisfy his debt, and we had no home over 
our heads, there was no room in any of her 
palatial estates for the baby or myself——-we were 
never asked to spend one night under her roof. 

There was no 
accusation of negiect in these days, nor were there 
my mother’s wild stories to close her doors against 
me.

And about Nurse Keislich we learn from the 
subpoenaed notes of Dr. William St. Lawrence, 
who treated little Gloria for a variety of disorders, 
and whose notes were introduced as evidence. Of 
his patient, he wrote: “She was highly strung, 
hysterical upon the slightest tion, sen- 
sitive, suffering from phobias— afraid of the dark, 
cried easily, and always 
emotionally excitable; 
suffered from dreams 
of death and night ter- 
rors...” And then he 
added his personal ob- 
servation of Keislich:

ideas-..a terrible. person for Gloria. She hovers 
over her like a hen and makes the child intro- 
spective and neurasthenic.” 

The details of the famous Vanderbilt custody 
trial are too well known to rehearse, but some 
of the tragic testimony of ten-year-old Gloria 
shows how far she had come since the days when 
She was writing her mother love, kisses and 
hugs—“I never want to go back to her. Do I 
have to? She was never nice to me. I always 
want to live with my aunt...I never saw my 
mother when I lived with her in Paris...in Eng- 
land they hardly used to pay any attention to me. 
They used to go out to parties and things. ..She 
never even kissed me good night. They used to 
take nice things away from me...I have always 
been afraid of my mother...I used to say ‘Goc 
Bless Nanny (Laura Morgan), God Bless Daddy, 
God Bless Dodo (Nurse Keislich), but never God 
Bless Momey.’” And to the question, “Always 
even before any people talked to you, you hated 
your mother?” she replied, “Yes.” 

A terrible indictment out of the mouth of a 
child, and yet one asks, how much is truth, and 
how much childish phantasy and desire for pos- 
sessions, and how much was instilled in her over 
the years? Her early letters reveal affection from 
her mother and acknowledgment of gifts. Only 
later when she begins to write ceaselessly to her 
grandmother do the complaints begin, and we 
come to the letters when she was staying in Eng- 
land with Thelma: “Toney’s mother (Thelma) is 
putting me in another room every week. My 
mother is so bad to me. I wish that I could run 
away to New York to you.” And again-——“Dear 
Naney: I love you so much and I love the cards 
that you sent me. My mother was in Paris en- 
joying herself, while poor me was unhappy in 
England.” And then that odd letter, written when 
she was no more than five—-“Dear Naney: My 
mother said not to write to you but I will not 
pay any attention to her. She is a rare bease. 
Well I will be in dear old New York soon. Lots 
of love and lots of kiss to you Naney dear. 

GLORIA.” 

And previously the little heart had been filled 
with the figure of her mother—“Dear Momey: I 
hope that you are well and having a happy time. 
I miss you so much...” “Dear Momey: I have lost 
a tooth. We went up a mountain Friday. I bought 
two little bears. I will give you one.” And then 
three pages covered with the symbols for hugs 
and kisses. Wherein lies the truth, wherein the 
phantasy, wherein the instructed lie? 

One thing is certain. By the time she 
was ten, Gloria had been well schooled 
by some one to place material values over 
the spiritual. For when the court verdict 
was rendered she said, “I am glad the 
judge decided the way he did because I 
can stay in my school here in Westbury. 
The girls at the school told me if I 
returned to my mother she would place 
me in a convent where I will have to wear 
a black regulation dress. I wouldn't like 
it and I wouldn't be happy in any schoo! 
where I couldn’t dress the way I please.” 

Her mother contended, and with some 


truth, that little Gloria's fear of being taken away 
from her aunt Gertrude, with whom she lived 
between the ages of eight and ten, was fear based 
on the separation from 800 acres of estates, sta- 
bles, tennis courts, other children, and her own 
black pony. 

In the end, Gloria Morgan Vanderbilt was com- 


pletely exonerated of the filthy, unproven morals 


charges flung at her by her mother Laura, the 
Nurse Keislich, anda coterie of servants who 
admitted they were acting as spies in her house 
hold, and the Vanderbilt custody case faded from 
the newspapers and from the minds of the public, 
but the characters thereof had to live on irrevoc- 
ably chained to the errors of the past. 


AN D of these, by far the most pathetic and help- 
less is Gloria Vanderbilt di Cicco Stokowski 
who carries the double burden of the Vanderbilt 
wealth and the unhappy, unstable strain. of the 
Chilean Valdivisos as exemplified in the person 
of her maternal grandmother, Laura Morgan. 

She first tasted the heady wine of publicity at 
the shocking age of ten, and, while professing to 
abhor it, returns to it like a drug because of what 
was done to her as a child. Like all children 
born to earth, she asked only for human love. 
Her portion was cynicism and neglect, her heri- 
tage the concept of the marriage lightly entered 
into, the selfish and frivolous approach to life. 

Small wonder that her reply to a question 
about her expected marriage to Pat di Cicco, in 
1941, elicited a reply which, in its bitter cynicism, 
contains the history of all the Vanderbilts and her 
Morgan relatives—“What can you say about a 
first marriage, except that it’s wonderful?” 

How faithfully and inevitably she has followed 
the schooling of the four women in her life, how 
irrevocably she has been bound to her hidden and 
unhappy longings! At 17, seeking love, but never 
having had a single instance of a true standard 
by which to know or measure the emotion, she 
married her first schoolgirl crush, Pat di Cicco, 
a publicity-seeking actor’s agent, son of an Astoria 
broccoli king. The Vanderbilts frowned. But her 
mother stood by her. She stood by, too, when the 
marriage failed, as was foreordained, 

The motive behind her second marriage, to 
aging, white-haired Leopold Stokowski, is, too, so 
tragically plain. An eminent psychologist, Dr. 
Horace Manners, specialist in majrimonial rela- 
tions, crystallizes the obvious conclusions when 
he says: “For the answer to why a young girl 
should choose an elderly husband, one must probe 
deeper into her subconscious or into the influences 
of her past life. If one examines the life of 
young Gloria Vanderbilt, one can understand, not 
only the underlying basis of her marriage, but 
also of her recént action taken against her mother. 
It is obvious that she has probably had a subcon- 
scious father complex for years. Her own father, 
Reginald Vanderbilt, died when she was a mere 
infant, leaving her surrounded by women in her 
home life... Not only women—but quarreling 
women...Gloria, with all her childhood- spent 
between expensive schools abroad and her aunt's 
house on Long Island, longed for a normal home 
life headed by a father to whom she could turn 

in confidence for security,” 

And the awful duel between mother and 
daughter, big Gloria and little Gloria, goes on 
as the bitter struggle continued down through 
the years between another mother and daugh- 
ter—-Laura Morgan and Gloria Morgan Van- 
derbilt—-and wearily, these people continue to 
hate and revenge themselves, and threaten to 
sue, because their thoughts and ways of life 
are inexorably locked in \that groove,

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Hk rise of one of the country’s 

youngest industrialists, Henry C. 

C; ney, demonstrates that the old 
American spirit of individual enter- 
prise is still dependable. 

Mr. Carney employed high aspira- 
tion and initiative’ to rise above nar- 
row circumstances. still at the 
threshold of his career, with only 26 
years behind him, he already has his 
own company. Among other things, 
he makes a midget gas turbine small 
enough for use in automobiles. 

An American company offered to 
back Carney with $5,000,000 in con- 
struction of a plant to manufacture 
turbines and other units. It was a 
great temptation for a budding in- 
dustrialist but he turned it down, 
preferring to make his way alone. 

The Carney turbine, which he 
started working on when he was 23, 
is about 500 per cent more efficient 
than the conventional turbine which 
was already regarded as an excep- 
tionally efficient engine. 

That increased efficiency, plus the 
fact that the engine is unusually easy 
to operate, leads Carney to believe it 
will be found under the hoods of 
many future cars and trucks. Trains 
and planes will also benefit. 

To get an idea of how Carney’s 
turbine works, imagine yourself 
breathing in such a manner as to 
inhale into one lung while you exhale 
with the other. Thus you would be 
steadily inhaling and exhaling at the 
same time, If you could breathe 
ard and fast enough, the continuous 
stream of air you blew out could be 
used to turn a device like a windmill 
and thus produce power. 

The Carney “lung” turbine elimi- 
nates much ef the machinery that cuts 
down on the efficiency of conventional 
turbines. Thus the new engine can 
be made aS small as you want it— 
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down to one-fourth horsepower, and 
it can be operated just like a regular 
automobile engine. Furthermore, it 
burns cheaper fuel than gasoline. 

It is a far cry in a short time from 
Henry Carney’s birth on November 
15, 1919, in Rocky Mount, N. C., to 
his position today as a 
figure in the American industrial 
scene. He entered the second grade 
in school when he was five and was 
in high school by the time he turned 
11. At 15 he had to go to work. 


Carney’s first job was in a gaso- 
line station at the Rocky Mount air- 
port. With the odd change he picked 
up cleaning airplane engines, Carney 
took flights with the local pilots. Be- 
fore long he could fly alone. 

The $4 a week job could not keep 
Carney satisfied for long, though, so 
he left to look for greener fields. The 
next few years found him as a grocery 
clerk, waiter in a curb service restau- 
rant, electrician’s helper and as a 
laborer on a:railroad. The railroad 
job led. to better things. He was put 
in charge of a gang of men and his 
pay went up to 36 cents an hour. 

While on the railroad, Carney 
satisfied his yen for knowledge by 
Studying drafting and engineering in 
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his spare time. He had his eye on 
the job of apprentice electrician but 
was turned down because of his 
youth. That was no excuse for an 
ambitious 18-year-old, so off he went 
to present his case to one of the rail- 
road superintendents. 

They talked the problem over and 
Carney became an apprentice in spite 
of the rules. Meanwhile he kept up 
his studies in engineering. 

When World War I1 ss started, 
Carney got a job as a machinist ina 
North Carolina plant making aircraft 
parts for the British government. 
Shortly after, he lost his job as a 
machinist but got a better one in the 
same plant as a draftsman. That 
happened because the 22-year-old 
solved a problem that everyone else 
in the plant had failed on. Two weeks 
after joining the drafting department, 
Carney was put in charge of it. 

His fame soon spread. Aircraft 
companies began bidding for his serv- 
ices. He took a new job and right off 
made a major design improvement 
in the Navy’s blimps. Then he made 
some new -wing tips for the B-26 
bomber and cut almost 100 miles

A 
company building Corsair fighters 
brought him to their plant, promptly 
doubled his salary and made him 
superintendent of all construction 
operations. Then he was given a job 
converting) a piano factory to the 
building of plywood airplanes. 

That done, 24-year-old Henry be 
came chief production engincer for 
another airplane company. After 
designing a new plant for them, he 
left to form his own company. 

In six months Carney designed and 
built a plant to turn out every part 
of the huge C-64. Within a year, with 
a staff of 600, he was doing strategic 
war work for almost every large 
plane company in the country. 

In addition, Carney and !)'s engi- 
neers wrote a radar manua! for the 
Army, designed radar equipment, 
wrote two manuals for the Army 
Transportation Corps, and designed 
machines for reproducing plans and 
important documents by an ammonia 
vapor process. 

In the midst of all this Carney 
was drafted. At the request of sev- 
eral high officials he was released 
after about four menths service. 

With the war over, new ideas are 
flowing in plenty from Carney Asso- 
ciates, Ltd. He has a plan for a new 
diesel engine, and is working on an 
idea for a four-section prefabricated 
house that can be erected by a dozen 
workmen in one day.

“I pray God that the killer will 
be captured. I pray that he will be 
put to death in the electric chair.” 

Little more than a month later, 
Mrs. Koberski heard that her prayers 
had been answered. Standing across 
the street from the court house in 
Queens Borough of New York City, 
her face expressionless, her eyes 
glazed with grief, she heard that the 
killer had been sentenced to die in 
the electric chair. 

The killer was her only son. 

Mrs. Koberski loved her only son, 
Edward. Since his father had died, 
when Edward was just a child, she 
had lavished attention and money 
on him. With a love so strong, she 
could understand the love of another 
woman for her boy, and could pray 
with her for vengeance. 

Mrs, Agnes Tinka was Mrs. Kober- 
ski's friend, and the aunt of Jack 
Hylands. She was really more than 
just an aunt, for the boy’s father was 
dead, and his mother had gone back 
to her native France. Mrs. Tinka had 
been like a mother to the musically- 
talented, ambitious boy for so long 
that she sometimes thought of him 
as her son. She and Mrs. Koberski 
often talked of Jack and Eddie. Jack 
was 20 years old, two years younger 
than Eddie, and both had been in the 
army, yet they had never met. 

One night in June Jack Hylands 
was beaten to death by three thugs.

voice dull and flat with strain, after 
sentence was passed. “Yes, I prayed 
that the killers would be captured, 
but I didn’t know. ..I can’t believe it.” 

It was true though. Koberski con- 
fessed, along with the two other men, 
not only to murdering Hylands 
and attacking his girl friend, but to 
the cold-blooded murder of another 
man that same night. 

Early in the morning of June 8, 
Koberski, with Edward Kahkoska and 
Henry Suckow, two other neighbor- 
hood thugs with police records, were 
driving around Central Park in New 
York. They saw Hylands and his 
girl ia the shadows, sitting on a park 
bench. The ex-soldier and his 18-year- 
old high school date had just come 
from a Y. W, C. A. dance. 

Sheer coincidence brought Eddie 
and Jack together at that time. Ko- 
berski was looking for excitement, 
and he suggested robbing’ the 
stranger. The two companions agreed. 

Hvlands fought back, but the three 
men beat him down. They stripped 
his pockets, and then took the strug- 
gling girl into the shadows. 

Only a few hours later, in the 
Borough of Queens, the three men 
came upon Antonio Marchisella and 
his friend Charles Duff sleeping off 
a few beers in an automobile. They 
decided to steal the vehicle, but Mar- 
chisella, an ex-sailor and amateur 

boxer, woke up and 
fought. 
Koberski took out the 
Same gun with which he 
had helped beat Hylands 
to death, leveled it delib- 
erately, and pulled the 
trigger. Marchisella fell, 
groaning, to die. The 
three men then beat up 
Duff, dumped him out of 
the car, and drove off. 
New York police, 
shocked by the Central 
Park crime, put Roger A. 
Horan on the case. Dressed in civilian 
clothes, the 27-year-old patrolman 
broke the case the hard way. He 
spent hours in tough dives and all- 
night restaurants, listening. He had 
one clue to go on—a gold cigarette 
case taken from Hylands. By plod- 
ding, monotonous work, he found 
that it had been seen in the posses- 
sion of someone. named -Eddie who 
lived in Queens. The trail led straight 
to Koberski and his two companions. 

They were arrested, and finally 
confessed to both murders. The two 
crimes had been committed in differ- 
ent boroughs of- the City of New 
York, and the authorities agreed to 
bring the three to trial first for the 
Marchisella crime.. 

The jury, after a short delibera- 
tion, turned in a verdict of guilty, 
with no recommendation of mercy. 
The judge sentenced the three to the 
electric chair. 

Eddie, before he went in the army, 
did not have a bad record. He was 
known as spoiled, but not. bad. 

He went in the army, and was 
sent to England near the close of the 
war as a replacement. After only 
five days overseas, he was court- 
martialled on a charge of stealing a 
jeep. He served his time at a deten- 
tion camp at Lichfield, England.

OOKING out the window of a 
& railway car, you may suddenly 
seem to be moving slowly for- 
ward. But another look shows you 
that it is the other train that is mov- 
ing—-moving backward. Or, as the 
tide rises and covers your feet, they 
may seem to go down, although the 
fact is that the water is coming up. 
Just so, many people now imagine 
that the value of the things they buy 
is going up. But what may really 
be happening is that the value of 
their money is going down! You 
have to give more money for a pound 
of beefsteak now than a few years 
ago, and you say your money buys 
less. Well, that is the exact truth. 
The dollar’s purchasing power has 
gone down since the war. 

I do not know any better illus- 
tration of this than in the price of 
labor. I can remember when wages 
were a dollar a day, and you could 
get a good day’s work for one dollar. 
Now, a dollar will buy only an hour's 
labor! How do you explain that? 
The laborer may work just as hard, 
and do the same work, but you have 
to pay him eight to ten times as 
many dollars, 

You may think that it isn’t the 
dollar which is down, but that it is 
the price that is up. But remember, 
it was the other train that moved. 
It was the tide that rose and put 
your feet under. An hour of labor is 
really worth no more now than in 
1900. It is the value of the dollar 
that has fallen. 

If you ask, has the dollar gone 
down, or have prices gone up, the 
answer is, both, The price is the 
number of dollars you pay for a thing. 

The real question is: Which moved 
first? Which is the cause of the 
other? Are prices up because dol- 
lars are down, or is it the other way? 
This is much like the old one about 
the hen and the egg; but there is an 
answer to this one. 

First note that, unless you are a 
miser, you don’t want money for 
itself; you want it only for what it 
will buy. Thus, when you find that 
a dollar won't today buy as much 
labor, or beefsteak, or any product 
made under unchanged conditions, as 
it would ten years ago, you may be 
sure that dollars have gone down. 

Now comes the question— Why? 

Here your own experience will 
show the answer. A year or SO ago, 
when you went to the store to buy a 
beefsteak, you paid two different

prices, measured in two kinds of 
money. You first gave the clerk 
some red stamps or tokens, and then 
you gave him some green “stamps” 
or silver “tokens.” The “price” was a 
certain number of “points” and a cer- 
tain number of cents. 

Then what happened? It was 
found that Washington has issued 
too many “red points.” The supply 
of stamps that were claims to meat 
called for more meat than there was. 
So there was danger that either some 
of us would get less than our share 
of meat, or else the value in red 
points would go up. So the Wash- 
ington authorities figuréd how many 
red stamps it would take to let us 
all buy our quota of meat at the old 
rate, and cancelled all the rest. 

Now, all too late, Washington is 
finding out that more green stamps 
have been issued than can be used 
for buying goods. I mean by “green 
stamps” what is sometimes called 
“the long green’’-——dollar bulls. Since 
1934, the number of dollars issued 
have increased from about 19 billions 
to about 104 billions, or about 450 per 
cent. In the same time, the output of 
the various things which we would 
like to buy with those dollars has in- 
creased only about 50 per cent. 


So we have too many green 
“points”—-too much currency in pro- 
portion to goods-—-to allow the old 
prices to exist. This is why the value 
of each dollar is declining. 

It is much as if the Government 
were to decide that we need more 
bushel baskets for measuring our 
wheat supply, and were to turn out 
millions more baskets than we could 
use for the quantity of wheat on 
hand. Then what could be done? If 
all the baskets were to be used, they 
would have to be made smaller, say 
by reducing them to the size of a 
peck. This might lead a careless 
statistician to say that we had twice 
as many “bushels” as before. But 
really, there wouldn’t be a_ grain 
more wheat. Only the measurement 
in bushels would go up, because the 
size of the basket had gone down. 

In all these cases, note that the 
change starts with the measuring 
stick or unit of measurement. First, 
the token, the dollar or the bushel 
basket, is reduced in its “power” to 
measure or compare with other 
things. Then the number of tokens, 
dollars or bushels, it takes increases, 
and so we say the price rises. 

The thing is like a see-saw. The 
weight on one end of the board is 


the number of dollars available for 
buying goods, and the weight at the 
other end is the price of all goods 
for sale. All the money must be 
used to exchange for all the goods 
for sale. If the_number of dollars 
be increased, goods remaining the 
same, the weight of the larger num- 
ber of dollars puts the money end of 
the see-saw down, and the price of 
goods at the other end must go up. 

Naturally, when anything falls in 
value, its owner, or one who has a 
claim upon it, is apt to suffer loss. 
Consequently, the decline in the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar is hurt- 
ing many people. If you have sav- 
ings in the bank, they are losing in 
value, and won't buy as much. If 
you receive a money income that 
doesn’t go up much, you are finding 
that your real income, or what you 
buy with the money, is going down. 
Or if you own bonds which are a 
claim on some organization for a 
fixed sum of money as principal and 
interest, the real value of your bonds 
is declining. This is true, even if the 
“price” of the bonds is fixed. 

The depreciation of the dollar, like 
a gnawing disease, is paralyzing 
thrift, eating up savings, and impov- 
erishing the white-collar class.

Dirty Work in the South

N hour before the first race on opening day 

at Bel Air this fall a record crowd was 

pushing through the gates. The grand- 

stand was filling fast. Around the paddocks and 

the stables strolled some of the best known horse- 
men in the east. 

One of them, the veteran Maryland trainer 

Henry F. Bowyer, stopped suddenly near the stall 


of a fine bay gelding. For a moment he squinted, 
then walked over and patted the horse’s neck. 

“So it’s you, old boy!” he said. “How you 
doing?” The horse nuzzled his hand. 

Bowyer turned away and meeting another 
trainer a moment later said: “There’s a horse 
back there I used to own. Now I want him back. 
Will you claim him. for me today?” 

“There’s no horse there that used to be yours,” 
the other trainer said. 

“Certainly there is. In Stall 6.” 

They went together to Stall 6. They looked at 
the programs. They saw that the horse that had 
nuzzled Bowyer’s hand was entered as Allflo. Bow-

yer had never in his life heard of Allflo. 

“This is a case for the stewards,” he said. 

There wasn’t much time. If a good horse was 
to be stopped from running as a ringer under a 
false name, someone would have to move fast. In 
the office of the track secretary, Bowyer met 
efficials, including Wilmer Brinton, steward, and 
George Perry Mahoney, chairman of the Mary- 
land State Racing Commission. 

“The horse listed in the first race as Aliflo 
is really Don’t Delay,” he said. “I know Don't 
Delay. I bought him jas a yearling. I broke him. 
I kept him until he was four years old.” 

The officials listened. If there is a man in the 
country who is intent on nailing ringers it is 
Maryland’s Commissioner Mahoney. “Let’s go to 
the stable,” he said. 


HERE, Bowyer strengthened his charge. 

“I know this horse by the way he was fired.”’ 
he said. [When a horse is fired, hypodermic 
wounds are cauterized.] “He had two splints 
and his shin bones were fired, and that’s an un- 
usual way of firing. It left marks about the size 
of a small finishing nail—about 100 on each leg.” 

He patted the gelding again. 

“T can tell him by his ears, too. When he pricks 
them up, they come close together. I remember 
the way he’s made.in front; he’s close forked. I 
know the way he stands—his demeanor.” 

Mahoney gave the trainer. a long, level look, 
and turned to the steward. 

“Scratch that horse!” he said. 

This was only the beginning. 
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Mahoney, the

hardest hitting racing commissioner whom rack- 
eteers have ever faced, saw he had before him 
what seemed to be a case of wrong identification. 
He'd been warned a ringer might be run at Bel 
Air this fall, and he was eager to trap such fraud. 

But he coulkin’t at that time foresee that he 
was moving in on the historic first criminal action 
ever taken against a gang of ringers in the United 
States. He couldn’t foresee that one of the high 
points of evidence would be a horse’s rudimentary 
fifth toe—the vestigial extra digit linking a 1946 
thoroughbred with its prehistoric, five-toed ances- 
tral little Eohippus. 

He merely took the next logical step. 

“Bring in the owner and the trainer,” he 
ordered. 

Track operatives scattered. They rounded up 
two men. One was middle-aged William F. Mink, 
Wilmington plaster and tile contractor, the same 
Mink who last fall sold the fleet Sea Command, 
son of War Admiral, running as a ringer under 
the alias Allpulch at Rockingham in November. 
Mink was listed as owner of the Bel Air entry. 
The other man rounded up was young Robert 
Drummond, Mink’s trainer. 

“You've entered a ringer!” Mahoney told Mink. 
“Come clean.” 

Mink squirmed and scraped. “No, sir,” he said. 
“That entry is all right. That’s Allflo. That’s the 
horse’s name!” 

Drummond backed his lie. They stood their 
ground. But Mahoney didn’t weaken. He told 
his aides to bring in everyone who might be sus- 
pected in the case, and presently in his office he 
had Mink and 20 others. Into evening the investi- 
gation was pushed, with Mink and his trainer still 
pleading innocence. Near midnight they broke. 

“Well,” said Mink, “there may have been a 
mistake. Nothing intentional.” 


H* ADMITTED, then, that on a distant Pennsyl- 
vania farm, where his entry had been pastured, 
there were two hurses in pasture and that one 
might be the real Allflo. It was the farm of his 
associate, Paul E. Middleton, a plumbing con- 
tractor, also of Delaware, who had been connected 
with the Rockingham $105,000 racing fraud. 

Mahoney actly promptly. 

He telephoned a Philadelphia company to send 
a van to Landsdowne, Pa. He sent track opera- 
tives to Landsdowne. There they met, and with 
Pennsylvania State Police sped on to the farm. 

The pitch black pastures then were slashed by 
the van’s movable searchlights and the motor- 
cycles’ searchlights. Two horses were caught in 
their glare. The track men went for them. They 
scrambled, and fell, and rose, and chased, and 
finally brought the horses to the roadside; up to 
the van: and into it. . 

At the state line, Maryland State Police met 
them and gave them escort to Bel Air. Mahoney 
had what he wanted. One of the horses, he was 
sure, was the real Allflo. Along toward morn- 
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ing he told Mink and Drummond to go along; 
he’d see them later. 

By that he meant he would be formal, and he 
was. The next day he invoked the criminal law 
of Maryland. Charging conspiracy to defraud the 
public and the Harford County Fair, he put Mink 
under arrest, and on a warrant charging flight 
from justice on the same charge Middleton a short 
time later was picked up in Delaware. 

Once in custody, the pajy were held in $1,500 
bail each, and it was their hearing in Police Court 
at Bel Air that turned up the odd and clinching 
evidence of the rudimentary toe. 

Could the switching of the horses—the substi- 
tution of the fast Don’t Delay for the slow Allflo 
——have been merely a mistake? Mink had said so. 
He insisted there had been only an unintentional 
error. Were the horses so much alike that one 
might have been taken for the other? 

The testimony of Dr. Frank M. Keller, a veter- 
inarian for 40 years and the Maryland Racing 
Commission’s veterinary expert, was pertinent. 
Here is the court record: 

@. Describe for His Honor Allflo as you would 
as a veterinarian. 

A. Starting at his head, the head is broad 
through the forehead. The ears are lop, his neck 
is just a bit longer than Don’t Delay’s. His con- 
formation is different in the front. He is broader 
through his chest and he stands base wide. The 
other horse is narrower in the front and stands 
splay footed or like a calf...Allflo has scars on 
the right front pastern. He has higher withers, a 
larger barrel and a bigger girth. 

Q. Describe for His Honor Don’t Delay. 

A. He is narrower in the head. His ears stand 
upright instead of lying down. His back over the 
croup is higher and he is much thinner than the 
other. horse. Of course he had been in training 
and he has not the depth of barrel, nor is he as big 
in girth as the other horse. 

Q. Would you consider that anyone familiar 


with horses, particularly the owner, or anyone 


handling horses, would have any trouble in dis- 
tinguishing these two horses apart? 

A. No, sir. Right here is the distinguishing 
mark between these two horses—-the peculiarity 
of the night eye, right here. (Dr. Keller pointed 
to photographs of the horses.) 

@. Explain to His Honor what the night eye is. 

A. It is also called the chestnut, and they have 
it also on the front legs. It is supposed tobe 
the rudimentary toe of the original five-toed 
horse. On Don’t Delay, there is a very small night 
eye, about as big as the point of your little 
finger. On Aliflo, the night eye is much bigger. 

The photographs bore out the vet’s testimony. 
Don't Delay’s extra toe, linking him to the pre- 
historic time when five-toed [ittle wild horses 
scrambled hillsides, was hardly noticeable.  All- 
flo’s extra toe was so big it almost asked for 
attention. 

Others familiar with both horses testified as 
to their difference. Mink’s trainer, Drummond, 
disclosed their ownership. Mink got Aliflo last

year, he said, and Don’t Delay this yeac. 

On July 5, this year, he admitted, when he 
was at the Charles Town, W. Va., track, Mink 
sent Don’t Delay to him. He entered Don’t Delay 
under the alias of Allflo in the fifth race; seven- 
eighths.of a mile; purse, $800, That time the sub- 
stitution succeeded. Don’t Delay, under his alias, 
won, with Mink and Middleton standing by. 

The ringer paid $24.60 for $2 to win; $8 to 
place and $4.40 to show. ‘The total amount bet 
on the race was $35,985, but that did not indicate 
how hard hit the bookmakers were. In a half 
dozen cities in the East they were taken for 
$125,000 by backers of the ringer since it is the 
custom for gamblers to place large bets with them 
instead of at the track, where by placing bets, 
odds on a horse are Knocked down. Mink and 
Middleton later were. barred from the track. 

Despite this, certain lightweights insist that 
the horse which ran as Allflo really was Aliflo. 


INK and Middleton didn’t tell their trainer 

they were partners, Drummond said, but he 
found he could get money from either. Middle- 
ton paid him in 1945, Mink in 1946. His wage was 
$7 a day and 10 per cent of any purses won. 

Robert Lee Gheen, of Laurel, Md, trainer for 
the stables owned by Mrs. Anita Garisto, brought 
Middleton more sharply into the picture. He had 
claimed Don’t Delay for the Garisto stables and 
a short time later had sent the horse to Middle- 
ton’s farm. He identified a bill of sale for Don't 
Delay made to Paul E. Middleton and signed by 
Anita Garisto. The price was $2,000. 

Allflo’s background also was described to the 
court. Philip V. Miller, of Elkton, Md., a trainer 
employed by F. E. Bonomo, testified he broke 
Allflo for Bonomo, and that last November 
Mink’s trainer, Drummond, came to the stable 
and took Allflo to Charles Town. 

Q. Were you or your employer supposed to 
get the horse to the races? 

A. We never had to. We just had to break the 
horse- he was boarding there. 

(). ‘To whom did the horse belong? 

A. ‘To Mr. Mink and Mr. Middleton. 

‘The evidence was enough for the Police Justice. 
He let the grand jury have the question on 
whether Don’t Delay, the four-year-old bay geld 
ing by Supremus-Valvist, by Jean Valjean, ran in 
place of Allflo, the four-year-old bay gelding by 
All Ashore-Sunny Flo, by Sunny‘Jim. The grand 
jury indicted Mink and Middleton. 

For Commissioner Mahoney, it was a thumping 
victory, and he had it coming to him, After an 
excellent record in the first World War, he had 
gone into the contracting business, amassing a 
fortune which permitted him to return to an 
earlier hobby, the breeding of thoroughbred 
horses. He had raised some of the finest horses 
in the east, and then he had taken the office of 
head of the state racing commission with a deter- 
mination to clean up racing in Maryland. 

He accepted the Don’t Delay-Aliflo ringing 
case as a challenge; he was intent not only upon 
having Mink and Middleton barred from the turf 
forever but also convicted in a circuit court. 

The pair retained as their lawyer G. Howlitt 
Coburn, who practices in the little village of Bel 
Air and is the son of Circuit Court Judge Fred- 
erick Coburn, presiding in Circuit Court there. 

The case might be expected to go before the 
judge who was the lawyer’s father. 

Soon after the fhdictment, there were indica- 
tions that Mink was willing to plead guilty, but 
not Middleton. When Commissioner Mahoney 
was informed of this, he wouldn't consider it. 
“Both men are guilty,” he said, “and must be 
found guilty.” 

Mink and Middleton finally appeared willing 
to accept the inevitable. They offered to plead 
guilty and submit to a fine; this was agreeable 
to Mahoney and to State’s Attorney Patil McNab. 

In Harford County’s ancient Court House, 
where Edwin Booth first trod the boards, the case 
came to its climax. Since the indictment alleged 
a misdemeanor, the defendants were not legally 
obliged to be in court, and they did not appear. 
Their lawyer, Coburn, entered a plea of guilty for 
them to charges of conspiracy: and attempt to 
defraud. State’s Attorney McNab recommended 
to the court that each be fined $1,000. Judge 
Cobourn imposed those fines. 

For the first time in American jurisprudence, 
a conviction and sentence in a ringing plot were 
entered in court records, 

The Maryland State Racing) Commission an- 
nounced officially that Mink and Middleton had 
been barred from all Maryland tracks for life. 
This automatically puts the Pinkerton finger on 
them at any other tracks. 

So don’t ask Mink or Middleton to take you 
to the races. It’s for taking you at the races that 
they got where they are now.

SCRAP of paper, hidden away 
for 15 years by a devoted 
mother, has established the 

right of a 20-year-old Zulu college stu 
dent to the .throne of the rich and 
vast Zulu nation of South Africa. 

The paper; worn and frayed, car- 
ried a brief message. of love from the 
late King Solomon to his favorite 
wife, Zondi Bekuzulu, the 40th in the 
line of 47. 

It said: 

“You Know it is not removed from 
my heart that you are the one to bear 
the chief. You must produce this 
note at the proper time to show my 
heir is indeed Cyprian Bekuzulu.”’ 

Three years after the note was 
written to comely Zondi, King Solo- 
mon died. His death started a 12- 
year battle for supremacy between 
three claimants for the crown. 

Because the mother, Zondi, feared 
for the life of her son, she remained 
silent throughout the 15 years as ri- 
val factions contended for the rich 
position as the head of the entire 
Zulu empire. 

Then Chief Mshiyeni Zulu, brother 
of the deceased king; who had served 
as regent during the 12 interim years,

sons by naming a “Great Wife” favor- 
ite. Her son thus becomes King. 


announced that a great gathering of 
all Zulu peoples would be held and 
Maj. Piet Van der Byl, the minister 
of native affairs, would make his de. 
cision now that the king’s three con 
tending sons had. reached a majority. 

On the day of the conclave, a col 
orful gathering of tribal chieftains 
from all over the nation entered the 
gaily bedecked city of Nongoma, 
South Africa, to acclaim the new 
king, whoever he might be. 

A bizarre touch in the meeting of 
the ancient and modern warriors was 
struck when Air Marshal Sir Arthur 
Tedder, of the Royal Air Force, ar- 
rived with his wife, Lady ‘Tedder, to 
witness the ceremony. 

‘The air was tense as the minister 
of native affairs opened the cere- 
monies with eulogies of the great 
King Solomon and then the bomb- 
shell. was dropped. 

On the outer fringes of the crowd 
stood the patient mother of young 
Cyprian, now 20 years old and attend- 
ing college. 

Solemnly the announcement was 
read to the awaiting Zulus. 

“IT hereby do acclaim Cyprian 
Bekuzulu King of all Zululand.” 

Then as the great throng buzzed 
with excitement and amazement, Maj. 
Van der Byl produced the frayed note 
written to Zondi by King Solomon. 

The claims of the three rivals were 
cast aside and within a short time,

the slender 20-year-old King Cyprian, 
dressed in a blue pin-striped suit, was 
received at Nongoma and acclaimed 
by all as the new King. 

The peaceful ending to the long 
struggle for succession to King Solo- 
mons throne really started at the 
beginning of World War I. 

When King Solomon mounted his 
throne he was faced with the task of 
uniting the warring Usutu and Mand- 
hlakazi factions of Zululand. But he 
did weld them together and with all 
his affairs of state he found time to 
marry--40 times in eight years. 

His 40th wife, Zondi, was the 
daughter of a Christian Zulu prophet 
and mystic and King Solomon told 
his advisors with great pride: 

“This is my last wife. 
love at first sight.” 

The wedding was a gala 
with the King dressed in top 
Striped trousers and morning 
His attractive bride wore a tulle veil 
with long streamers of brocaded lilac 
silk as she was escorted in regal style 
to the palm decorated altar. 

Thus Zondi became reigning fa- 
vorite among the King’s wives and 
it was generally believed that his 
great love for her would halt his trips 
to the altar. But shortly after their 
son, Cyprian, was born, the King took 
another wife and then in the next six 
years one each year before his death 
in 1934,

But in the case of King Solomon 
either he died too quickly to make his 
choice or his wise men slipped up be- 
cause no one was able to confirm that 
the King had made a choice. 

At the King’s burial, the three 
contenders, who sought for their sons 
the royal throne, had places of honor. 

Among the widows crouched wail- 
ing at the resting place of their lord 
was Zondi, possessor of the vital 
piece of paper which 12 years later 
was to make her son the King. 

As angry feelings arose during the 
months and finally years following 
the King’s death, Zondi kept the note 
hidden and protected her son from 
the certain death which faced him 
should she make her claims prema- 
turely. For long years the triangular 
struggle for the kingdom raged. Of- 
ficials of the Native Affairg Depart- 
ment worried long hours seeking a 
solution. Then Zondi decided the 
time was right for her to make her 
claim. 

Her handsome'son was now 20. He 
was well educated and prepared for 
the multiple tasks ahead. 

Dramatically one day she entered 
the office of the Native Affairs De- 
partment and produced the letter 
written to her by’ King Solomon.

His jibes aimed at smutty shows, 
songs and books bring him a tre- 
mendous mail, most of it approving. 

Gray was originally sponsored by 
Variety, the famous “Bible of Show 
Business,” for which he writes a 
weekly review of the latest records, 
punctuated by plenty of blasting. 
Today at least half a dozen sponsors 
are angling for him and there is a 
moving picture in the offing. 

Regardless of who is phoning, be 
it friend or foe, relative or someone 
looking for information, Barry as-

sumes the role of a radio denouncer 
and winds up by insulting the person 
at the other end of the wire. 

“No madam,” he'll tell a lady 
caller. “We don’t play requests. And 
I wouldn't play a record by that dove 
anyway. Sorry. Play that music!” 

Gray was born under the sign of 
Cancer—the crab—-which may explain 
his “Pan-American” attitude. His 
voice is sharp, strident and querulous, 
often on the rasving side, and re- 
minds us of the voice of Senator 
Ford of “Can You Top This?” 

Milton Berle, the radio and night 
club comic, calls Barry Gray the 
“most dise-liked fellow in show bust- 
ness.” ““The way he pans show peo 
ple,” complains Milton, “he shouid 
have a double cross-ley rating.” 

When he isn’t answering the tele 
phone Barry gets his cracks across 
by addressing them to the engineer. 

“Have you read Abner Silver's 
book, ‘All Women Are Wolves?’” he 
asked the engineer one night. “How 
would he know? Play that music!” 

The Night Owl’s_ pet peeve at the 
moment seems to be Art Mooney, a 
certain bushy-haired maestro who 
does a bit of recording.

Mooneys records,” Gray * screamed 
one night, He then proceeded to play 
it for a few seconds and yelled 
angrily: “That’s enough! Take it off! 
What's the next record?”

NMUGGLERS TUNNEL 


Did Human Contraband Flow From One Country 

to Another Beneath the Border River in the Dead 

of Night? The Ruins of an Old Subterranean Pass- 

age Whisper Their Story of Evil Trade at the Turn 
of the Century 


oo 
ing into a street of El Paso, Texas. 

Quickly they were deposited in the 
bottom of waiting wagons and cov- 
ered with hay. The wagons clattered 
off in the early morning stillness, 
later to discharge their human car- 
goes in towns considerably removed 
from the border city. 

The guards returned to their sub- 
terranean rooms. laughing and joking 
as they counted out their illegal 
profits. Another batch of Chinese 
had been smuggled into the United 
States by the Rio Grande Tunnel. 

Old-time El Paso residents say 
this nocturnal scene occurred again 
and again at the turn of the century. 
A million dollar smuggling ring, they 
deciare, funnelled Chinese immigrants 
into the growing Southwest in an 
ever-increasing stream through the 
sub-river passage. 

Others say no, that the poorly- 
guarded Rio Grande could be crossed 
openly at that time, that there was 
no need of an elaborate underground. 

However, in the oldest section of 
El Paso today, beneath a two-story 
apartment house, there does exist a 
maze of brick-walled rooms and from 
them leads a now sealed-off tunnel. 

Today the tunnel is completely 
filled in, but 20 years ago it wasn’t. 
Detective Nemecio Aguirre of the El 
Paso police department can vouch for 
that. His curiosity was piqued by ru- 
mors of the old smuggling operation. 

Equipped with a _ flashlight, 


Aguirre worked his way through the 
narrow passage, which ran at a steep 
angle southward. At times he was 
forced to crawl on his stomach, at 
others to claw away caved-in earth 
to gain room to move on. 

Aguirre had gone about 150 feet. 
The tunnel still extended ahead, past 
the reach of his flashlight beam. Then 
he heard a dull plop behind him. He 
realized his underground excursion 
had loosened the sides of the crum- 
bling shaft and that another cave-in 
had taken place. 

With thoughts of entombment 
alive racing frantically through his 
head, he managed laboriously to turn 
around and crawl back. 

Luckily, the cave-in was a small 
one. Aguirre hastily made an open- 
ing large enough to pass through and 
scrambled back to safety. 

Only seven years ago another El 
Paso detective, Joseph Lannon, dared 
to explore the tunnel again. By then, 
however, it had filled in considerably 
more and Lannon was able to go but 
75 feet. é 

Lending additional substance to 
the smuggling theory is the thickly- 
walled un‘erground bestion’ that 
guards the tunnel’s opening. Its brick 
and concrete walls are two feet thick 
and reinforced with railroad iron. It 
has six underground rooms. Niches 
pocket the walls. Did operators of the 
smuggling ring plan to “hole up” 
here, if surprised, and fight to the

death -behind their bulwark? Or at 
least hold off the attacking party un- 
til they had time to whisk themselves 
and their human traffic back to Mex- 
ico through. the tunnel? 

People who lived in the neighbor- 
hood when the rooms are believed to 
have been built never knew of their 
existence. The man listed on fax rec- 
ords as owning the property in the 
early 1900s is dead. But it is no 
secret that Chinese smuggling in 
those days was widespread. 

George Warren, a bricklayer, 
bought the site of the tunnel back in 
1901. It was then only a bare lot. 
Warren began to buy bricks and have 
them brought to the lot, 

The bricks steadily disappeared 
underground. New load upon load 
arrived and quickly was lost to sight. 
Everybody thought Warren was 
building a foundation for a home. 
Eventually a dilapidated structure 
was raised over the hidden founda- 
tion. No one ever was invited into 
Warren’s underground retreat. But El 
Pasoans who played there as children 
while Warren was away now recall 
that the walls were covered with 
dozens of small turtles in bas-relief. 
They don’t remember a tunnel. 

The widow of an early customs 
official on the border says her late 
husband’s diary mentions the tunnel, 
its use by smugglers and its Mexico 
opening, but probers have never been 
able to find a Mexico opening.

Miss 
Wright acted just right. 

Soon afterward the First 
Methodist Church gave her 
an electric stove.

4a ¥ SUGGESTION, Mr. Baguley,” said 

M Nurse Waddingham, “is that your 

aunt assign her estate to me, and in 

return I'll guarantee to take care of her and her 

daughter for the rest of their lives, without any 
further financial obligations.” 

“I would not approve of such an arrangement,” 
exclaimed Lawrence Baguley. “Those two people 
are paying five pounds ‘about $25) a week at your 
nursing home. That is a fair fee.” 

Nurse Waddingham frowned. “They are not 
paying enotigh for the services they receive.* Had 
I known that Mrs. Baguley possessed such a com- 
petence, I would have insisted on a higher rate.” 

“It is a fair fee,” Baguley repeated. “Your 
suggestion is not to be considered.” 

Mrs. Louisa Baguley, 87, and her daughter, 
Ada Louise Baguley, 50, both paralytic cripples, 
had entered the nursing home in Nottingham, 
England, several] weeks before, in January, 1935. 
This institution, a sort of rest home for the aged 
and helpless, was jointly operated by Dorothea 
Nancy Waddingham, a frail but forthright widow 
of 34, and Ronald Joseph Sullivan, 41. Mrs. 
Baguley’s late husband had left an estate of 
about $8,000; he had bequeathed it, not to his 
widow but to his daughter, the income to go 
to Mrs. Baguley as long as she lived. 

Lawrence Baguley thought, or at least hoped, 
that his immediate rejection of Nurse Wadding- 
ham’s suggestion had settled the matter, but 
when he next visited the nursing home, on April 
7, he was not admitted. In a brief interview with 
Sullivan, he learned, to his mzystification, that 
his relatives did not wish to see him. “I can’t 
believe that!" he said, but Sullivan insisted that 
it was true. Baguley withdrew, still incredulous. 

Several days later he sent Ada Louise a reg- 
istered letter advising her not to turn that $8,000 
over to Nurse Waddingham nor anvone else. Two 
weeks later he received a reply, but not in his 
cousin’s handwriting. The letter read: 

“Dear Lawrence: 

“I received your registered letter, and see by 
the letter you are still in Scotland, but I do not 
like you saying what you did about Joe [Sullivan], 
as he is kindness itself to me and my mother, and 
he is the only one that has done anything for 
us through all our troubles. He is very upset 
about it, and I am sorry to say that mother 
is very ill indeed, and it is through all this worry 
and talking that done it. 

“So would you mind sending your bill along, 
as I want to settle everything up—you need not 
worry about me; I am quite all right and com- 
fortable, and quite able to manage our affairs 
as the solicitors have ,got everything in hand 
and want me.to get all my bills in so that I can 
settle up. 

“Hoping that you are both keeping well. Best 
love. “ADA,” 

Below was a postscript: 

“I should like to know what you mean by 
that chap, Joe, as you call him. If you ever cross 
my path you will know what that means. There 
is always straightforwardness carried on here, 
and, mark my words, we know what you have 
been trying to do. If you are not careful, you 
will regret it, so keep your eyes open in future. 
Miss Baguley is quite aware I am writing this.” 

Baguley decided that the main portion of the 
letter had been written by the same hand that 
fashioned the postscript. ‘(The bill referred to 
was for services performed by him in administer- 
ing the estate.) 

Meanwhile, Sullivan had called at the Midland 
Bank in Nottingham and presented a letter, 
written by him and signed in Ada Baguley’s hand- 
writing, requesting $260. The bank refused the 
request, and that same day the sub-manager of 
the bank, John R. Aleock, wrote Miss Baguley 
to the effect that no money could be withdrawn 
unless her signature were witnessed by a solicitor. 


NSTEAD of following Alcock’s suggestion, Miss 
Baguley visited the bank herself. She was 
driven there by Sullivan on April 17 and, be- 
cause of her crippled condition, remained in 
the car. When Sullivan had summoned Alcock, 
she told the official that she wished to withdraw 
the sum of $260. Her request was granted. 
Several days later, Sullivan called on John K. 
Lang, solicitor for the Baguleys, and told him 
that Ada wished to make a settlement of her 
estate. The solicitor advised against it. A day 
or so after that, Sullivan called again and stated 
that Ada still wished to make a settlement. Still 
Jjater, he notified Lang that she wished to make 
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a will “She wants you to come and put it into 
legal form,” said Sullivan. 

Lang prepared a will and assisted the woman 
to sign it by holding her hand. The testament 
stipulated that, should Ada survive her mother, 
the whole of estate. would go to Nurse Wad- 
dingham and Ronald Joseph Sullivan. 

As might be expected, the 50-year-old Ada did 
survive her aged mother. Indeed, Mrs. Baguley 
died only five days later, on May 12. Her death 
was attributed to cardiac congestion. 

Next date in the story—Sept. 10. 

Ada Baguley spent that day much as usual 
in her invalid chair in the garden of the nursing 
home, ‘her meals being brought to her by Sul- 
livan. Late that night, having long since been 
carried to her bed by Sullivan, she suddenly had 
an attack of some kind, for her breath became 
labored, her eyes started from her head, and her 
face became very flushed. 

“I did not send for the doctor right away,” 
she said, “because it was so late, and I thought 
she might carry on that way for several days.” 

At 8:30 a. m., Miss Baguley’s skin turned a 
bluish color, and her eyes closed. Nurse Wadding- 
ham told Sullivan to summon the visiting phy- 
sican, Dr. George Herbert Manfield, but the 
patient died between 10 and 10:15 before the doctor 
could get there. He certified death as having been 
caused by a hemorrhage of the brain. 

“What must we do about having the body 
cremated, Doctor?” the nurse inquired. 

‘ He replied that there should be something in 
writing showing that Miss Baguley had wished 
to be cremated rather than interred. 

That. same day, Nurse Waddingham produced 
the following letter, dater Aug. 29, 1935: 

“I desire to be cremated at my death for 
health’s sake, and it is my wish to remain with 
nurse. And my last wish is my relatives shall 
not know of my death.” 

The handwriting strongly resembled the writ- 
ing in the letter Lawrence Baguley had received. 

Now if the above letter, which had been wit. 
nessed by R. J. Sullivan, had ended at the first 
period, events might have turned out quite dif 
ferently. But Ada Baguley’s last wish struck 
the cremation officer as a rather odd one. 

Result-——-the body was not cremated. 


| NDEED it developed that death had not been 

caused by a cerebral hemorrhage but from 
failure of a degenerated heart brought about by 
congestion of the lungs. This congestion had 
been caused by a large dose of morphine. 

Chief-Supt. G. W. Downs of the Nottingham 
police visited the nursing home on Sept. 25. In 
the bathroom he found a small cardboard box 
containing a hypodermic syringe and two bottles 
labeled “Morphine Sulphate, 100 hypodermic tab- 
lets, half-grain, poison over 2%.” He also found 
spare needles for the syringe. 

“I have never given Miss Baguley any mor 
phia,”” Nurse Waddingham assured him. “I have 
never had any in the house. She used to eat 
aspirin like toffee. I gave her medicine about 
8 o'clock the evening before she died. She spoke 
of having a headache and cried and was very 
depressed. We stayed with her all night.” 

She insisted that the patient had had no other 
medicine except what had been prescribed. 

“The only morphia I have had in the house 
was for a Mrs. Kemp, who was a patient with 
me. Dr. Manfield gave me two, and sometimes 
four, tablets, which I used to inject two at a 
time. Mrs. Kemp died on Feb, 26, and I had none 
of those tablets left two days before she died. 

“Miss Baguley made a will in favor of me 
and Mr. Sullivan, and I wish she had not. I 
think it is the will that has caused all this upset. 
Miss Baguley said to us, ‘If you will look after 
me, we will look after you.’ I don’t know why 
the police should get suspicious. The Baguleys 
weren't the first patients to die in this place.” 

That latter statement, at least, was irrefutable. 
Indeed, during five years there had been 11

deaths, counting the Baguleys, and in each in- 
stance Nurse Waddingham had benefited. 

Then the police learned something else: Ada’s 
mother, too, had been killed with morphine. 

“I don’t ‘Know where she got it,” said the 
nurse when told of the find. 

Nevertheless, she and Sullivan were arrested 
and tried the following February. During the pro- 
ceedings, she often: became hysterical and had to 
be carried out of the courtroom for treatment. 
On several occasions she nursed her youngest 
child in the courtroom, mueh to the annoyance 
of Mr. Justice Goddard and the distinguished 
prosecutors, Norman Birkett and J. P. Stimson. 

Dr. Frank Harwood Jacob, a Crown witness, 
testified that while Ada Baguley was living in 
her home town of Burton Joyce he had prescribed 
for her, and that his prescription had contained 
morphine. He said that the maximum prescribed 
had been 24 doses. He could not say whether or 
not taking the whole 24 doses at once would 
prove fatal Miss Baguley, he said, had had this 
prescription for 12 years before entering the 
nursing home. 


R. MANFIELD testified that he had first met 

the Baguleys on Feb. 6, 1935, and had attended 
them from time to time until their deaths. He 
said that Nurse Waddingham had told him, just 
before Mrs. Baguley’s death, of the will that had 
been made, and that he had been named executor. 
He had signed each death certificate, he said, on 
information supplied by Nurse Waddingham and 
Sullivan, but he now agreed with the prosecution 
that both patients had died from overdoses of 
mor phia. 

“Did you ever prescribe morphia for either of 
the Baguleys?” Birkett asked. 

“I did not.” 

“And without prescriptions persons in charre 
of them would certainly not be justified in ad- 
ministering such a powerful drug?” 

“They would not.” 

Nurse Waddingham decided not to take the 
stand in her own defense, and this may have been 
an error because the jury returned a verdict of 
wilful murder, while Sullivan was acquitted. Jus- 
tice Goddard therefore sentenced the frantic 
widow to die.

Early that morning police officers stationed 
themselves around the _ prison. They stood 
shoulder to shoulder, blocking all roads. Shortly 
before 9 o'clock, Mrs. Violet van der Elst, veteran 
campaigner against capital punishment, drove up 
in a ear attended by a truck containing a loud- 
speaker. Mrs. Van der Elst, who could speak 
pretty loud herself on such occasions, failed to 
crash the police ‘cordon, so the truck backed up 
to a corner and played “Abide With Me” as Nurse 
Waddingham was hanged,

Controversial Cream

HERE is still some dis- 
agreement between cos- 

metic researchers and medi- 
cal authorities as to the ad- 
visability of using estrogenic 
hormone creams. The Amer- 
ican Medical Association 
long ago took the stand that 
hormones should not be 
self-prescribed in cream 
form or any other form. 
Medicine should be pre 
scribed by a qualified doc- 
tor. Said the medical men, 
either the creams have so 


little hormone content as to 
do no good at all, or they 
contain too much for safety. 
Some hinted that unpre- 
scribed application of hor- 
mone creams ceuld result in 
cancer. 
Experiments 

RESEARCHERS, however, 

never stop experiment- 
ing and have now definitely 
proved that the female hor- 
mone is absorbed by the 
Skin. One skin specialist 
found that the hormones ac- 
tually regenerated skin tis- 
sue, and believes some peo- 
ple actually need hormone 
treatment. Nevertheless, be- 
ing a cautious man, the doc- 
tor still feels people should 
not prescribe for them- 
selves.

This process tends to 
Stretch the epidermis of the 
skin and thus obliterates 
lines and wrinkles. 

Needless to say, there are 
women in their late thirties 
and forties who swear by 
hormone creams, giving 
them credit for having 
worked younger complex- 
ions practically overnight. 
Apparently no harm has 
been done, and even medi- 
cal men will now admit that 
using the cream is not al- 
ways harmful. But to be 
on the safe side, ask your 
doctor first.

Wake Your OGn Rugs 


By DORIS DENISON 

HERE are so many places 

in the house where a 
small, bright rug is needed, 
especially in the upstairs 
rooms and halls,.or in the 
bathroom. 

Good, sturdy rugs are 
easily made if you have a 
sewing machine. Some of 
the attachments on ma- 
chines, especially the handi- 


craft guide, practically 
make the rug for you. 

If you have to depend on 
ready-made designs, try 
your department store or 
any shop where yarns and 
sewing supplies are sold, or 
the sewing center of your 
community. ‘Transfer pat- 
terns for many kinds of 
rugs are sold through such 
places. Or if you make 
your own designs, they 
should be drawn on _ or 
transferred to the backing 
material. 

Backing Material 

URLAP is the best back- 

ing fabric. If none is 
available through your 
shops, awning material (old 
awnings if you have them), 
feed bags, denim or even 
heavy unbleached muslin 
will do. The fabric must be 
tough, strong and washable. 
If it is new material, wash 
and shrink it before using. 

Such rtgs, whether made 
of yarn, rags or other ma- 
terial, are stitched on the 
backing. Both cotton and 


wool yarns make durable 
tufted rugs. Varying pile 
depths and vari-colored de. 
signs can be worked out 
easily with the extension on 
the sewing machine’s han- 
dicraft guide for the lower 
pile and the wide extension 
for the tufted design. Fringe 
borders in widths‘to about 
four inches can also be 
made with this attachment. 


In making tufted rugs the 
loops are cut (with the cut- 
ting blade on the same at- 
tachment) to make the rich, 
deep pile so popular now. 


- Color Schemes 


your color choices may 
be anything which 
matches the decorating 
scheme of the bathroom, 
bedroom, hall or other room 
in which the rug is to be 
used. Beautiful effects are 
made with soft pastel col 
ors in combinations—pale 
blue and pink, yellow and 
green, rose and orchid. Or 
the bolder tints of modern 
decoration can be worked 
into such rugs; bright red 
and white, dark blue with 
gray, orange with brown, 
purple with bright pink, 
black with yellow.

Gleaming Furniture 


VEN: the best of house- 

keepers sometimes let 
the finish of a table or chest 
or the wooden frame of a 
chair or davenport get dull 
and sticky looking. That is 
when it is time to remove 
every trace of wax or old 
polish and start over again, 
so that the wood surface 
may be fresh and shining 
with the satin gleam that 
spells good housekeeping. 

Wipe over the entire sur- 
face of the wood with a soft 
cloth wrung out in clear 
water. If there are carved 
ornaments or elaborately 
raised designs you can use 
a soft brush to remove the 
imbedded soil. After the 
piece is well dried, a fresh 


coat of wax or polish may 


be applied to the wood, 
Fingermarks will usually 
come off with this routine 
washing, but if they are 
stubborn, try mixing a little 
whiting powder with your 
suds. This powder may be 
bought in a paint store.
